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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art of record, 
Agrusa et al, fail to teach "a data distribution center or multi-destination data packets to transfer a particular resource to different requestor". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Agrusa et al clearly teach a system that aggregates all the requests for information, so that the data is 
retrieved only once and then distributes the data to each requestor (col.2 lines 1 9-25, col.2 line 66-col.3 line 6). Thus, Agrus et al inherently 
teach a "multi-destination format" since the requested data is transmitted to each user in different destinations (col. 9 lines 27-62). 
Applicant's arguments are therefore unpersuasive and the rejection under the prior art is maintained.
